“It is clear by my Govern- 
ment,” chief U.S. delegate War- 
ren R. Auston told the U.N.’s 
main Political Committee, “that 
the Peiping government has com- 
mitted aggression and that the 
General Assembly must say so. 

“We believe that the General 
Assembly should call upon the 
Peiping regime to cease hostili- 
ties against the U.N. and to 
withdraw its forces from Korea. 

“We believe that the General 
Assembly sHould affirm the de- 
termination of the U-N. to con- 
tinue its efforts to meet the ag- 
gression in Korea. 

Call for Aid to U.N. 

“We believe the General As- 

sembly should call upon all states

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AP)— 
The question of what to do about 
Red China’s aggression in Korea, 
now that peace moves have failed, 
threatened today to split the free 
world. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son and other top officials are 
said to be keenly aware of the 
dangers of a showdown and are 
proceeding with caution to draft 
in co-operation with other coun- 
tries a United Nations resolution 
indicting the Reds. 

As a result, the wording of the 
resolution may be less blunt than 
Washington would prefer, in the 
hope of winning support from as 
many U.N. members as possible. 
But even so it will force the 
issue—will make the nations 
stand up and be counted on doing 


something about the Chinese war 
in Korea. 


The possibility that at least one 
important country, heretofore 
counted in the anti-Communist 
coalition in the U.N., may vote 
“no” was indicated by Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru of 
India yesterday. Nehru said in 
Paris that to brand China as an 
aggressor in Korea “would bolt 
and bar the door to peaceful set- 
tlement” in the Far East. 

Some other nations—perhaps 
still clinging to a hope for peace- 
ful settlement, perhaps fearful of 
stirring “up more trouble—may 
follow the same line. The number 
cannot be known until the vote 
is taken. :

Although the Government is 
planning a quick wage and price 
stabilization program, neither the 
operators nor Lewis said they 
had contacted government offi- 
cials about their settlement. 

Joseph E. Moody, president of 
Producers 
Association, said in connection 
with the expected price increase 
of 5 or 6 per cent: 

“We think that in our circum- 
stances, no right thinking official 
or anyone with common sense 
would think that the price roll- 
back would be peritnent to the 
coal industry.” 

There has been talk of rolling 
back prices and wages to Jan. 1 
levels. 

The voluntary agreement re- 
portedly was worked out by Lewis 
and Harry M. Moses, chief nego- 
tiator for the Bituminous Coal 
Operators’ Association. That 
group represents about one-third 
of the nation’s soft coal produc- 
tion. 

The miners had been talking 
about cutting the work day 
from eight hours to seven and 
one-half without loss of pay. The 
basic ‘hourly rate now is about 
$1.85 and the daily rate $14.75.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18,(AP)— 
President Truman said today the 
Government will bring prices and 
wages under control just as rap- 


idly as it can. . 
He told his press conference 
that he could not attempt to pin 
down the date of a price-wage 
freeze or other action, but said 
ceilings will be imposed as soon 
as practicable. ; 
Refers to Wilson Speech. 

Truman called attention to a 
speech last night in Philadelphia 
by Mobilization Director Charles 
E. Wilson as illustrating Govern- 
ment policy. 

Wilson elaborated on his sta- 
bilization views today on Capi- 
tol Hill with a statement that 
“we've got to have” inflation 
controls but he hopes rationing 
can be avoided. He said he 
meant consumer rationing. 

Wilson testified at a Senate 
Small Business Committee hear- 
ing on materials shortages affect- 
ing small businesses. 

Senator O’Conor (Dem.), Mary- 
land, asked whether it would be 
necessary to impose controls 
promptly “to stabilize our econ- 
omy.” Presumably he was speak- 
ing of wage-price controls. 

Wilson referred O’Conor to his 
speech last night. 

“I hate controls,” he told 
O’Conor. “I have hated them all 
my life. But, Senator, I believe 
we've got to have controls.”

HOT FIGHT WIT

TOKYO, Jan. 18 (AP)—Tank-

Calls for Air Support.

But after 90 minutes of 
tough fighting he said both his 
patrol units had safely withdrawn 
from the battered town,. Corres- 
pondent Jim Becker reported. 

The fight started late Thursday, 
Becker said, and when the U.N.

The total, disclosed by the De- 
partment-of Defense, was based 
on notifications to next of kin 
through Jan. 12. It was 2424 
more than the figure for the 
previous week. 

The department listed 6509 
killed, 29,951 wounded and 
8677 missing in action. 

The wounded total includes 
772 who have since died of 
wounds. Total deaths reached 
7303, including deaths from 
wounds and 22 known -dead 
among the missing in action. 
The missing figure also in- 
cludes 822 men who have since 
returned to American: control 
and 108 known prisoners of 
war.

The Foreign Minister of Egypt, 
one of the countries suggested by 
Red China for the seven-nation 
conference, commented that the 
Peiping rejection “shows the in- 
ternational situation in a state of 
crisis.”” The Egyptian press quoted 
him as saying Egypt has not | 

taken any decision on the matter | 
yet. 

“Go Slow” Approach Urged. 

Britain’s Manchester Guardian 
(Liberal) suggested a “go slow” 
approach by the U.N. to the Pei- 
ping rejection, saying the first 
thing to be considered should be 
whether “the Chinese reply of- 
fers the slightest basis for fur- 
ther discussion.” It added, how- 

, that this did not seem likely. 

It asked that the West consider 
whether “anything will be gained” 
by condemning Red China as an 
ag¢ressor. 

French newspapers published 
the Peiping rejection promi- 
nently, but few commented edi- 
torially. One, the right-wing 
newspaper L’Aurore, commented 
that “the only chance to save the 
peace, alas, is to arm.” 

Moscow’s Pravda and other pa- 
pers published the Chinese state- 
ment in the form of a Tass dis- 
patch from Peiping, but_ there 
Was no comment.

4000 JAPANESE BORN 


NV US. FAGE EXPULSION 


Judge Rules 1 Those Who Re- 


nounced Citizenship Must 
Prove Loyalty or Go. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 18 
(AP)—About 4000 American-born 
Japanese, who once renounced 
United States citizenship, must 
prove their loyalty or be de- 


ported to Japan. 

The Ninth United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals so ruled 
yesterday in revising a decision 
by District Judge Louis E. Good- 
man, who tried the case last year. 

The Japanese — Nisei — re- 
nounced their citizenships in 
World War II while confined at 
the Tulelake. (Calif.) detention 
camp. Judge Goodman held that 
they were under duress and com- 
pulsion by warmongering coun- 
trymen in the camp. 

United States Attorney General 
J. Howard McGrath had argued 
that the 4315 Nisei involved were 
dangerous enemy aliens and 
should be deported. In yester- 
day’s ruling, the appeals court 
said the Nisei should have sepa- 
rate loyalty hearings; and added: 

“The Attorney General ndi- 
cated his realization of his duty 
to prevent a restoration of citi- 
zenship to the disloyal renunci- 
ants ... who hoped for (Japan’s) 
victory over the country of their 
birth.” 

The court said that of the 4315 
named in the Attorney General’s 
case, exemptions could go only 
to 300 to 400 who were minors; 
eight who were not of sound 
mind, and 58 who went to the 
camp only to be with their fami- 
lies. These were deemed not 
legally responsible for signing 
the renunciation. 

None of the Nisei concerned 
are in custody, but the Immigra- 
tion Service says it knows where 
they are.

Is at Stake, Collective Military 


at Once to Save It 


| Continuing Korean War Held Most Severe 
Blow Since League of Nations Proved 
Powerless — Nations Must Be Sold on 
Need for Joint Sacrifices.

INCE mid-December, when the great United Nations’ failure 


became obvious, everybody has been asking the question: How 


can the world organization for peace be saved? 


How can it be 


strengthened sufficiently to fulfill its destiny? 


The rvation of peace 
through effective collective 
measures is the primary goal to 
which the U.N.- Charter is di- 
rected, The continuing Korean 
war has been the most severe 
blow to that concept since the 
old League of Nations stood by 
while Mussolini went into Ethio- 
pia and Hitler started rearming 


.The League of Nations at 
least had an excuse—it pos- 
sessed no machinery for creat- 
ing a police organization to 
enferce its decisions. Such an 
organization was to have been 
the U.N.’s great improvement 
—a military unit from all 
countries to preserve the 
peace. 

Russia blocked the creation of 
an army originally by refusing 
to agree to anything proposed 
by the United States, Britain and 
France. But the U.N. nullified 
Russia’s veto position and adopted 
a plan drafted by Secretary of 
State Acheson—the vital resolu- 
tion for united action for peace. 
Its main contribution was that 
it permitted the 60-member Gen- 
eral Assembly to establish a U.N. 
army and use it. 

Adopted 53 to 5. 

John Foster Dulles, President 
Truman’s Republican adviser in 
the State Department, guided 
the resolution through the As- 
sembly, winning its adoption by 
53 votes to 5 with only the Com- 
munists voting no and India and 
Argentina abstaining. 

- The basis was laid for col- 
lective military action to stop 
the Communist steam roller. 

There was an air of confidence 
at Lake Success. The U.N. had 
discovered a way to get around 
the Russian veto and establish a 
peace force. 

It was time for Peru to say it 
had 25,000 troops ready as its 
contribution. Indonesia might 
have given 15,000, Pakistan 20,- 
000, India 100,000, Egypt 50,000, 

Venezuela 15,000, Sweden 25,000 
and 80 on. | 

Had 53 countries—excluding 
the five Communist nations— 
given an average of 25,000 
troops ere would have 
been a U.N. army of more than 
1,300,000 ready for action to 
meet any ag n. 

There is no doubt that Com- 
munist China would have 
thought twice before taking on 
1,300,000 troops from 53 coun- 
tries—including the air might 
of the United States, the sea 
power of Britain plus the 
fighting units of Canada, 
Australia, The Netherlands and 
other countries. 

Who -believes that'Mao Tse- 
tung and his Peiping advisers 
would have gone to war against 
that much of the world? 

But as November came and 
passed and as the General As- 
sembly neared adjournment in 
December, the sad truth be- 
came evident. 

Canada earmarked 10,000 men 
for the U.N. army. Several other 
countries, including Siam and the 
Philippines, had already sent 
token forces. The United States 
continued to furnish the bulk of 
the manpower in Korea along 
with some British units. 

Greeted by Silence. 

But the silente from most of 
the capitals of the world was 
deafening. 

Israel couldn’t send troops be- 
cause it needed them to fight the 


Arabs. 

The six Arab states couldn't 
spare manpower because they 
needed them to watch Israel. 

India had to keep 25,000 troops 
in Kashmir to guard against 
Pakistan 


And Pakistan couldn’t co-op- ag 


erate because its troops were 
needed for emergency action 
against India. 

France was busy in Indochina. 

Argentina had to keep its 
troops on the Chilean border. 

The Dutch needed to keep men 
in the East Indies. 

And Indonesia was _ fighting 
Dutch renegades and some of its 
own people. 

Latin America, which has fight- 
ing men enough for sporadic 
revolutions at home, offered some 
men if the United States would

ALSOP 
Top Democrats 

Press Truman 
For Coalition 


They Believe It Is 
Only Way to At- 
tain National Uni- 
ty'at This Time.

WASHINGTON. 

N RECENT weeks, the leading 

Democrats in Congress have 

been quietly meeting to discuss 
the possibility of a national coali- 
tion government. Particularly in 
the Senate, powerful sentiment 
has developed among the Demo- 
cratic chieftains for the immedi- 
ate admission of distinguished 
Republicans to President Tru- 
man’s Cabinet. 

The movement, although unor- 
ganized, already has gained such 
headway that the Senatorial ad- 
vocates of coalition recently sent 
a spokesman to the White House, 
to press their views upon the 
reluctant President. 

If nothing else, these behind- 
the-scenes events are at least a 
measure of the seriousness of the 
political crisis now gripping the 
country. Leading Democrats, and 
especially members of Congress, 
rarely burn with desire to see 
leading Republicans named to 
high: office. If they do so now, 
it is because they believe this is 
the only way to attain national 
unity; and because they are con- 
vinced that immediate restoration 
of national unity is essential to 
national survival. 

Opposition to Coalition. 

In many quarters in Washing- 
ton—and especially in President 
Truman’s personal circle and 
among Republicans close to Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft—it still. is 
customary to parrot the claim 
that a national coalition is im- 
possible in America. But in fact 
the claim is directly refuted by 
the record of the last 12 years. 
By 1940, President Roosevelt 
saw the need for greater national 
unity, as the leading Democratic 
Senators see it today. He at once 
brought into his cabinet Henry 
L. Stimson and Frank Knox as 
Secretaries of War and Navy. He 
further caused almost the whole 
defense and war effort to be 
staffed, not by the New Dealers 
on whom he had formerly relied, 
but by such men as Robert A. 
Lovett, James Forrestal and John 
J. McCloy, The result was an 
American version of a national 
coalition administration. 

By this means alone, Roosevelt 
won majorities for his great de- 
fense measures in the period when 
Senator Taft was proclaiming that 
it was ridiculous to worry about 
a Japanese attack on this country. 

Taft Isolated. 

To be sure, the presence of 
Knox and Stimson, Forrestal and 
Lovett in the Administration did 
not mean that the views of Sena- 
tor Taft were represented, at the 
Roosevelt Cabinet table—quite the 
contrary, But it did mean that al- 
most all moderate men, both in 
Congress and the country, had 
confidence in the Administration 
leadership; and this left Senator 
Taft isolated and impotent.

He flew a jet plane for the 
first time last May and was one 
of the pilots rushed here to pro- 
vide air cover for civilians evacu- 
ating besieged Seoul. 


Swartz quickly became a 
workhorse of a squadron of the 
Fifty-first Fighter Interceptor 
Wing, an outfit known as “The 
Headhunters.” He flew two and 
even three missions a day in his 
F-80. Other jet jockeys chased 
and tangled with North Korean 
planes over the rugged hills. But 
fly as often and as far and as 
hard as he could, Swartz never 
could locate an enemy aloft. 

6 Locomotives in a Day. 

But he did an impressive job 
against ground targets. One day 
he knocked off six locomotives. 
Another time he was credited 
with destroying three Russian 
Yak fighters he caught on the 
field, and with killing 200 troops. 

His target preferences are 
enemy vehicles and tanks because 
their results are more clearly 
evident. 

“They blow up easily,” he. said. 

His mates tease Swartz by 
calling him a nickname they in- 
vented—‘“Famous.” He takes the 
kidding light-heartedly but would 
like to be less famous for his bad 
luck at finding enemy planes in 
the air. 

“I’m itching to get a MIG—I 


really want. to catch one of those 
babies,” he said. “But still 
have 18 months of overseas duty 


left to do it in. My luck ought to 
change. in that time.”

The “Fighting Group’s” head- 
quarters, a rambling stone house 
near the once-fashionable Wann- 
see Lake, contains a wealth of 
information about Soviet ‘zone 
political victims and about resist- 
ance activities, 

Periodically Communist spies 
appear there posing as legitimate 
refugees, and attempt to pry out 
some of the vital secrets. 

System of Interrogation. 

The “Fighting Group” has per- 
fected an intricate system of in- 
terrogation which shows 
up quickly those with doubtful 
motives, but despite these pre 
cautions, every room and corridor 
bears a placard with the warning 
that the “MVD (Soviet secret po- 
lice) may be listening.” 

A newer organization, whose 
work in many ways parallels that 
of the “Fighting Group,” is the 
“Investigating Committee of Free 
Jurists of the Soviet Zone,” com- 
posed principally of refugee law- 
yers and judges. The committee 
limits itself primarily to propa- 
ganda warfare and to the grim 
and public ,compilation of the 
crimes perpetrated by Soviet and 
East German officials. 

The leader of the free jurists 
is Dr. Theodor Friedenau, who, 
like Hildebrandt, was jailed in 
1944 for having taken part in the 
bomb plot against Hitler.

The Hams of Yesteryear 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


_. The argument over which state pro- 
duces the best ham is reminiscent of 
General Sherman's comment as he com- 
pared his St. Louis house with the 
Mansion of a neighbor grown rich oh 
- pork-packing. “It is clear,” he pointed 
out, “that the pen is mightier than the 
_gword.” 

In the current ham controversy— 
which the writer enters with the doors 
to a bomb shelter propped open behind 
him—the definition of terms has been 
ignored. Missourians are not arguing 
whether their grandfathers’ sugar-cured 
hems were better than those produced 
~elsewhere, because there could be no 
argiment on that point. They were 
the best. 

. But Missourians are making extrava- 
gant claims—while their ancestors turn 
over in their graves—that the modern 
hoax, erroneously called country cured 
hams, are worthy representatives of the 
state’s great tradition for fine food. 
Actually, it could easily be argued that 
these modern pig hips aren't really 
country cured hams at all. Certainly 
they aren’t cured in the great and 
ancient tradition.

_A modern country ham, carelessly 
—trimmed and coated with a prepared, 
commercial mixture of salt and smoke 
flavoring and whatever else goes into 
it, can’t be compared with the hams 
lovingly selected, neatly © trimmed, 
soaked in casks of brine, sugar, salt- 
peter, molasses and other strictly secret 
admixtures; then smoked over sassa- 
fras, applewood or hickory, and finally 
sacked and hung for a year or two— 
and no more. Those were hams for, 
as General Sherman’s neighbor pointed 
out, “a good ham is cured only at the 
expense of time and money.”

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The free world’s crisis is being brought home 


to Americans in terms of individual hardship 
and personal tragedies. There are the telegrams 
from Washington, and more faces missing from 
the neighborhood. A fellow worker tells of a 
raw deal he thinks his draft board gave him, the 
boys are wondering whether to finish high 
school or fo start college. 

Now almost every American has reason to ask 
who will go, and who will stay. Which parents 
will have to get along without their sons for a 
while, which wives without their husbands? It 
is in those terms that most people look at the 
current military draft argument between Con- 
gress and the Defense Department. 

In actual fact, nobody ean tell now with much 
certainty what will happen to them. Too much 
is unknown. Nobody knows whether the fight- 
ing will be brought to an end in Korea, by one 
means or another; just how likely is another 
assault by the Kremlin’s- military machine; just 
how many troops the United States must have. 


But the Defense Department and the Senate 


Armed Services Committee seem. to be con-. 
tributing unnecessarily to these unavoidable un- 


certainties. The Defense Department says it 
must have 18-year-olds. Senator Lyndon John- 
son of Texas replies flatly that enough men are 
available in the current draft pool. 

The armed services say they must have vastly 
expanded draft authority. But the Air Force is 
so swamped with enlistments that it is forced 
to suspend recruiting. 

Some of the confusion would disappear if it 
were realized that Congress and the Defense 
Department essentially are talking about two 
different things. The Senators are thinking of 
how to meet and maintain the armed forces’ 
current goal of 3,500,000 men by June 30, a 
figure which presumably is set beyond much 
expansion by current targets for armament pro- 
duction and training facilities. 

Some Senators think that goal can be met 
from the current pool, re-inforced by acceptance 
of men for limited service and increased re- 
cruiting of women. The Defense Department 
seems dubious, though it has done little to prove 
its position. It also is attempting to make its 
case for an 18-year-old draft on a second ground. 

It wants to inaugurate a system of- universal 
military service, under which all young men 
would be required to serve their country in 
some capacity for a specified period. It thinks, 
and backs up this belief with convincing argu- 
ments, that 18 is the best age, because men of 
that age make the best soldiers, and because 
that is the age when lives are least disrupted. 

Universal military service is a compelling 
concept. If it were in effect, many existing in- 
equities could be ended. Men now frozen into 
the armed services despite ending of their pe- 
riods of service could be released to make room 
for new trainees. Grave national problems 
raised by exempting a few bright boys to be- 
come physicists or doctors could be avoided. 
Colleges could stay in business, and young men 
would know when they were to be called, and 
could plan for it. 

But tremendous adjustments in the national 
life must be made if this is to be undertaken. 
If this program is launched, the country should 
be certain that it can be accomplished despite 
the demands of the existing emergency. In any 
event, it is a far different thing from the prob- 
lem of increasing the size of the armed forces to 
the level required for immediate defense, and 
Washington does nobody a service when it at- 
tempts to lump them together. 

What is urgently needed is an over-all man- 
power policy. With that as a basis, it would be 
possible to make an intelligent decision concern- 
ing an 18-year-old draft, a draft of married non- 
veterans, deferments. The Administration is 
reported to be preparing such a policy now. 
Whenever it comes, it will be none too soon. 


Go Away, Please ~ 

Not that there is anything especially wrong 
with Expectant Fathers’ day, which is just one 
of 365 such special occasions now listed by the 
Commerce Department, but how does the de- 
partment expect anyone to observe National 
Leave Us Alone week, which it also lists? 

Being thoroughly in favor of being left alone, 
we need reassurance that there is one week left 
free for being left alone. For the Commerce 
Department’s list includes just as many special 
occasions for celebration. observance and adver- 
tising as there were days in the year, at last 
reckoning, which was Pope Gregory’s. 

In promoting mothers, fathers, expectant 
fathers (why not expectant mothers?), straw 
hats, Idaho potatoes, Florida oranges, apple pies, 
clean-ups, crack-downs, flowers, flags and for- 
estry, we have just about run out of days, and 
pretty soon Americans will be celebrating by 
fractions. Shall we honor the expectant father 
in the morning and the bow tie in the 
afternoon? 

It would be better to wipe the calendar nearly 
clean of everything but important occasions, and 
celebrate this by leaving ourselves alone. And 
not on a nationally organized and officially pro- 
claimed scale, but just quietly, and for more 
than one week. 
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Clearance in the Cartridge Case 

The Federal Court opinion in the cartridge 
company case is 87 pages long. It is, however, 
well worth reading by anyone who has wondered 
about the facts concerning the Government's 
attempt to obtain $214,878,725.12 for alleged 
fraud by the company for faulty ammunition 
from the St. Louis small arms plant. 


We believe that anyone who does read this 


opinion will agree with Judge Hulen that the 
Government failed to sustain the burden of 
proof required to make its charges stick. We 
believe the reader will agree that the Govern- 
ment did not show there was personal failure 
on the part of the company—a subsidiary of 
the Western Cartridge Co., headed by John 
Olin—or on its agents having supervision of 
the plant as a whole to exercise good faith. 
Judge Hulen does not deny that there was 
some carelessness on the part of certain em- 
ployes at times. But he also points out that 
manufacture of ammunition is not an exact

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Another Cease-Fire Rejected ° 

It is a curious mark of the times that Commu- 
nist China’s rejection of the latest U.N. cease- 
fire plan was received in Washington with al- 
most audible relief. ae 

Secretary Acheson was so relieved that Le 
rushed into print with a rejection of the rejec- 
tion before he had even seen an official text of 
the reply. An hour earlier, he had been called 
on at a press conference to defend American 
support of the cease-fire offer. 

By supporting it, our Government had offered 
to negotiate with Peiping if a truce could be 
arranged. The very possibility of negotiation 
had been bitterly attacked by Senators Taft of 
Ohio, Smith of New Jersey and Connally of 
Texas as “appeasement.” Mr. Acheson thus 
found his acceptance of the U.N. plan a political 
liability. 

It is this hostility to an Asian settlement in 
Washington, as well as the arrogant hostility in 
Peiping, which should concern thoughtful Amer- 
icans. The atmosphere created by the Chiang- 
firsters and the reckless men who contemplate 
an Asian -war with equanimity must immensely 
complicate the task of concentrating our re- 
sources in the major theater, which is Europe. 

Look at Senator Taft. He advocates a bar- 
gain-counter defense in Europe, and he tells the 
people that European defense can be secured 
without a heavy investment of American man- 
power. Yet by opposing a settlement in Asia, 
by urging redoubled support for Chiang Kai- 
shek and even suggesting a declared war with 
China, he is proposing a course which would 
drain American resources endlessly in an inde- 
cisive struggle. 

Now that Peiping has so blindly rejected a 
perfectly reasonable proposal for peaceful settle- 
ment, our delegation at the U.N. will be morally 
justified in pressing for its resolution to con- 
demn the Chinese aggression. 

What practical results may be expected from 
this course, however, are not clear. India’s 
Nehru warns against it with the judgment that 
it would lock and bolt the door against any fu- 
ture settlement. Nehru should be listened to. 
We rejected his advice to seek a settlement at 
the thirty-eighth parallel, and now have reason 
to regret it. 
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Vance Julian Should Step Aside 


Democratic State Senators may join in a move 
to reject Gov. Smith’s reappointment of Vance 
Julian. The Senators are embarrassed by Mr. 
Julian’s conduct as chairman of the State Medi- 
ation Board, and it is easy to see why. 

With no reference to propriety, or even to 
good politics, Mr. Julian solicited jobs from two 


unions when they were involved in labor dis- 


putes with St. Louis utilities. This was bound 
to create doubts about his impartiality. 

He also collected $3000 from the Sta Louis 
Public Service Co, as state agent during the 
company’s seizure, though he was on the state’s 
payroll. As Republicans charged, if the $3000 
was a fee it belonged to the state. If it was a 
gift, it should never have been accepted. 

Understandably, many Democratic legislators 
do not want to try to defend what seems ‘inde- 
fensible. The simplest way out of the political 
embarrassment would be for Mr. Julian to ask 
that his nomination be withdrawn. That would 
protect the reputation of the mediation office.

Mr. McGrath to Mrs. Knauff 


Attorney General McGrath’s proposed deal 
with war bride Ellen Knauff and her combat 
veteran husband makes this strange “case” more 
dubious than ever. If Mrs. Knauff is a “se- 
curity risk,” who cannot be admitted to citizen- 
ship under the War Brides Act, why can she now 
be “paroled” from Ellis Island to her husband 
for free movement in the United States until 
his six-week leave of absence from duty. in 
Frankfurt expires? 

The best answer would seem to be that after 
the period of “parole” expires, under the deal, 
Mrs. Knauff would go back to Germany, pledged 
to make no attempt to enter the United States 
for at least a year. 


By that time no telling what will have hap- 
pened. Among the other possibilities is that Mr. 
McGrath may not then be the Attorney General 
and that a reapplication would be submitted to 
someone else. Meantime, he will have got rid 
of a highly-heated potato. 

New bills to admit this former employe of 
both the RAF and the American armed forces 
are pending in the House and Senate. An ap- 
peal is,before the Supreme Court. The case 
should be cleared up and settled in the open. 
It should not be shunted into the background 
in the hope that it will be forgotten. 

The Post-Dispatch has been surprised at many 
aspects of this case. Yet nothing is more sur- 
prising than that an Attorney General with the 
warm, human instincts of J. Howard McGrath 
should propose a “settlement” so one-sided as 
this one. Stripped of its wrappings, it would 
seem to be an attempt to get Ellen Knauff out 
of the country by smooth strategy after stealth 
and force have failed.

Congress probably will approve universal service plan for all 
young men but may set age limit slightly higher than 18, maga- 
zine says; youths would serve in armed forces, not in special train- 
ing corps; nonveterans approaching 19 remain vulnerable to draft.

It is possible at this time for parents 
and young men in the age range from 
17 through 25 to get a better line on 
this group’s outlook for military service. 
What military services ask is stated clear- 
ly, at last. 


The White House agrees with the 
military. College presidents and _ the 
American Legion are described as reason- 
ably satisfied. Congress, as a _ result, 
probably will approve a umniversal-service 
plan. 

But it may set the 
age limit at 18% 
or 19, rather than 
18 as the Adminis- 
tration asks. Time of 
service may be 21 or 
24 months, instead 
of 27. What will hap- 
pen, assuming that 
big war is avoided 
and Congress does 
accept universal mil- 
itary service: 

A draft system 
will continue for 
men who pass their 
eighteenth birthday 
before July 1, 1951. 
This system takes men into the army as 
they reach 19, unless they are deferred 
for some reason, and it gathers in other 
men, up through age 25, whose defer- 
ments are canceled. 


Universal service, starting July 1, 1951, 
will begin to control all youths who pass 
aa birthday on or after July 
1, l.

Chances for Deferment 


Older men, and veterans in draft age 
Broup, are not to be drafted now or later 
for a limited war if Congress approves 
universal training. Men 26 through 28 or 
30 will not become subject to draft. 


Married men without children will not 
be drafted. Married men with children 
will remain exempt, definitely. You are 
assured of that, barring total war or re- 
fusal to enact universal service. 


Youths, nonveterans who have just 
turned 18 or will reach that age before 
next July, remain very vulnerable to the 
draft, however. The plan is to take most 
of these young men as they turn 19, dur- 
ing the coming year. Yet some of these 
youths can gain deferment until summer, 
1952, at least, by going into epllege. 


They will have ampje opportunity, 
under planned schedules of draft calls, 
to enroll for college in the summer or 
autumn of 1951. And. once enrolled, a 
youth will be deferred for the duration 
‘of the school year. 


College students, now in college, will 
stand a better chance for deferment to 
complete their education if universal 
service is started. Local draft boards will 
continue to call the turn in individual 
cases, but they will be under less pressure 


to take students, after universal service 
begins. 

UMS, once approved, is going to re- 
quire up to 27 months of service from all 


young men who reach 18 on and after. 


July 1, 1951. During the first three years 
of the program, a select group of these 
youths will be taken out of military serv- 
ice after only four months of training, 
and sent to colleges. When graduated 
they will still owe at least 23 months of 
military service to the Government. ’ 

Physical standards will be lowered so 
that eight out of 10 youths will be accepted 
for military duty. Those rejected will be- 
come subject to some nonmilitary duty. 

Calls under universal service will come 
to youths in the order of their birthday 
months. Most youths will be 1814 before 
calls reach them, according to Anna M. 
Rosenberg, Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense, who presented this program to 
Congress. UMS won’t get well under way 
until spring, 1952. 


Overseas Service, Too 


Induction under UMS will be into a 
military service, not a special training 
corps. 

Service overseas, in combat, can be 
ordered for selectees after four to six 
months’ basic training. About 125,000 
selectees will be picked every year for 
college after they have completed four 
months of basic training. 

Youths with slight physical troubles 
but high mental ability will be the col- 
lege civilian trainees. They will be se- 
lected by boards of civilians, probably on 
the basis of intelligence tests and their 
general high-school records. 

Pay for trainees in military service will 
be $30 a month during the first four 
months. After four months a selectee will 
get regular pay, $80 a month for recruits. 
At the end of °%4 months, most selectees 
would be getting at least $102.90 a month. 


Plea for Sweeping Power 


Officer training will be open to some 
selectees who vy-pass college. The num- 
ber of men going into officer-candidate 
schools from the ranks is rising and will 
expand under UMS. 

Voluntary ‘enlistments will continue. 
All services will be allowed to take in 
youths at age 17, if they have their par- 
ents’ consent. They will have to enlist 
for 48 months, however. 

Voluntary enlistments of 18-year-olds 
may, in fact, remove the need for actual 
drafting of men in this age group during 
the year starting next July 1. Armed 


' forces can take in only 450,000 of these 


men in that year. Yet they want authority 
to take virtually all youths, if that be- 
comes necessary due to a worsening of 
the war. 

Congress will argue over almost every 
point, but some kind of universal-service 
system appears likely.

The Miraculous Maine Dowser 


HENRY GROSS AND HIS DOWSING ROD, by Ken- 
neth Roberts.

Just when the first water dowser discov- 
ered the presence of water underground 
by means of a forked stick is not a matter 
of record. but you can be sure of one 
thing—that’s when the argument about 
water dowsing started.

In fact he is like the man who said 
he felt pretty strongly on the subject— 
just about strong enough to knock some- 
one’s teeth down his throat. 

I don’t know whether Mr. Roberts feels 
that strongly about it or not, but I do 
know I wouldn’t care to take the neg- 
ative side in a debate with him. The 
weight of his evidence alone is enough 
to do a man in.

‘tan players for throwing games 
last year and three men described 
by police as “fixers.” 

Edward J. Breslin, assistant dis- 
trict attorney of the Bronx, said 
he had been told that other 
players in New York and else- 
where were “doing the same 
thing.” 

And Kenny Norton, Manhattan 
coach, asserted: “I feel that this 
is more than a local thing. ... 
If these termites kept waving 
money in front of my boys’ faces 
they must have been waving some 
in front of other boys’ faces. I 
cannot conceive that Manhattan 


to.” 

“The big guys haven't been 
caught yet,” Norton added. 

Manhattan, a 10-point under- 
dog, beat DePaul 62-59 before a 
crowd of 11,000 in the Garden, 
but few of the spectators knew 
about the attempted fix — yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Then police disclosed that, with 
the undercover aid given by big 
Junius Kellogg, Manhattan sopho- 
more player, they had arrested 
Henry Poppe, 24, and John 
Byrnes, 22, co-captains of last 
year’s Manhattan team, and three 
alleged fixers, Irving Schwartz- 
berg, 36; his brother, Benjamin, 
35; and Cornelius Kelleher, 35. 

The five were arraigned on 
charges of bribery and conspir- 
acy. The Schwartzberg brothers 
were held without bail. ‘Bail for 
Kelleher was set for $15,000, for 
Poppe $4000 and for Byrnes 
$2500. They are to be given a 
hearing on Jan. 24. If convicted 
they face up to five years in 
prison and fines of $10,000. 

Kellogg, a 22-year-old frqm 
Portsmouth, Va. was offered the 
$1000 bribe last Thursday, but 
delayed giving an immediate an- 
swer. He then contacted Norton, 
who with other Manhattan author- 
ities, informed the police. Kellogg

Return of Fair Catch Only 
Major Grid Rule Change 


Members of the National Col- 
legiate Football Rules Commit- 
tee yesterday stuck to a resolve 


to make as few changes as pos- 


sible. 

There were some changes in 
the mrethod of starting the clock, 
the penalty for an illegal shift 
was reduced and the rule con- 
cerning middle-linemen who 
move into the backfield was 
loosened. 

There were a number of minor 
changes, principally to clarify 
rules, remove inequities or elimi- 
nate conflicts. 


College coaches asked that the 
fair catch rule — abelished last 
year—be restored. It was, but 
revised to provide that a man may 
make a fair catch by holding one 
hand above his head and waving 
it from side to side. Once the 
signal is given, no player on the 
receiving team may run with the 
ball until it touches the ground 
or has been touched by an op- 
ponent, and no player on the 
kicking team may tackle or block 
a man who has completed a fair 
catch. 


The penalty for hitting the re- 
ceiver is 15 yards from the spot 
of the foul. No penalty is pro- 
vided for running with the ball, 
but this may be penalized as de- 
lay of the game, 

The old provision for a free 
kick after a fair catch was left 
out. The two-steps forward limit 
for the receiver was also dropped. 

No uniform way was found to 
start the clock after a time out, 
but the.trend was toward starting 
it on the snap of the ball instead 
of the “ready” signal. 


The penalty for an illegal shift 
was cut from 15 to five yards.

January, the month when spir- 
its and resistance begin slipping 
down imperceptibly, is a good 
time to take stock. Since we can 
help ward off some of the winter 
infections by an adequate intake 
of the protective Vitamin “C” the 
California citrus crop of oranges, 
grapefruit and lemons is coming 
in the markets in quantity and 
price range of every budget. 

There are lots of lemons for 
those cold-breaking lemonades 
and lemon pies and tarts; there 
are lots of seedless navel oranges 
for breakfast juice and for lunch- 
eon and dinner salads. 

Here are some recipes which 
will help you get your quota of 
citrus at this peak time. 

Lemon Cream Tarts.

Sandwiches for Carried 


_Lunches May Be Frozen 
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Assembly line procedure saves pre in } in preparing sandwiches. 


Modern refrigerators offer busy 


homemakers a convenient, prac- 
tical and welcome method of pro- | line 


viding more appetizing and varied 
lunches for work or school by the 
advance preparation of sand- 
wiches as well as fruits and other 
foods. This system also makes pos- 
sible a wider selection of foods; 
a more careful analysis of them 
for their nutritive values; unhur- 
ried preparation; and quicker, 
easier packing of the lunch boxes 
on the mornings they are to. be 
carried. 

Sandwiches, most versatile of 
prepared foods, long have been the 


basis of the carried lunch. They | 


lend themselves to a never end- | 
ing variety of preparation, in 
which the types of bread and 
rolls as well as the fillings can | 
be carried. 


The preparation of sandwiches | 


to be stored in the freezer of re- 
rigerators follows much the same 
pattern as for daily preparation. 
However, a number of facts have 
been discovered that must be 
borne in mind about certain types 
of fillings. 

The following recommendations | 
are made: 


Use only top quality ingredi- | 


ents because freezing cannot im- 
prove upon original goodness. 

Egg salad and sliced eggs | 
should not be wtsed for frozen 
sandwiches because freezing | 
toughens the egg white. 


Mayonnaise used in frozen sand- | 


Wiches will separate as well as 
soak into the bread. Therefore, 
it is advisable to carry the mayone | 484 
naise separately and add it to the 
Sandwich when the luncher is 
ready to eat it. 

Jelly, preserves, and honey also 
soak into bread unless a protec- 
tive coat of butter, margarine, 
cream cheese, or peanut butter is 
spread clear to the edge of the 
bread before adding the filling. 

Lettuce, tomatoes and other 
raw vegetables are unsatisfactory 
in frozen sandwiches. Tomatoes 
may be carried whole by the 
luncher and fresh lettuce wrapped 
separately, to be added to the 
sandwich later. 

Chicken salad sandwiches are | 
satisfactory when frozen, in spite 
of the fact that freezing tends to 
turn the filling a shade darker in 
color. Acid ingredients such as 
green olives, lemon juice or 
pickles in sandwich filling com- 
binations such as ham, fish or 
chicken salad retard the growth 


of bacteria (staphylococci) and 


increase their keeping qualities. |

little more time than it 
takes to fix a day’s sup 
crowded. morning Andie 
After the sandwiches are made, 
they should be wrapped carefully 
in moist paper, labeled 
as to contents and date of mak- 
ing and stored inthe freezer, to 
be selected as the basis for a 
‘hearty lunch.

1. Whereas a year ago the 
mainland Chinese were indiffer- 
ent toward the Nationalists Chi- 
ang’s troops would now be wel- 
comed by many—including guer- 
rillas who would actively flock to

gested by the Americans. 

In the last year Chiang’s of- 
ficials have been co-operative 
with the ECA mission. They have 
followed through, for example, 
on suggestions for tax and land 
reform. The ECA has poured 
some $33,000,000 into Formosa 
since June 1950 and is planning 
to invest about $250,000,000 a 
year. This would have to be in- 
creased to give Chiang a first- 
class fighting machine including 
substantial air force and navy. 

Also on the plus side are the 
Kuomintang’s elections establish- 
ing self-government on the com- 
munal level.

“ABOUT HAVANA there are not many birds to 
be seen, although each morning we place seeds and 
crumbs on the balcony for the English sparrows. 
The Cuban people seem to know little of their 
birds and flowers, just taking them for granted, 
and are indifferent to learning about them scien- 
tifically. A University of Havana professor is now 

reparing the first book on Cuban birds, we be- 

eve with an American fellowship for the research. 
But we wonder if there'll be much of a sale to 
Cubans. Should the book be about music, dancing 
or clothing and jewelry, it would be an inimediate 
best-seller. 

“The Cubans do, however, like pets about them; 
not so many cats, but dogs galore, goats, pigeons, 
chickens, turkeys, pigs and, in the country, a small 
species of riding horse and fine, big oxen for plow- 
ing. It is highly amusing to see the dogs, goats, 
pigeons and turkeys going in and out of the poorer 
homes as freely as the people—but don’t we do 
practically the: same thing at home in Atlanta. 
Often we see the pigs getting tub baths. And the 
women clean house and wash and iron clothes all 
day léng. The children never get spanked or even 
fussed at; in fact, we’ve never heard a raised voice 
since we've been here although they tell us that 
over politics the Cubans get violent, which seems 


queer fof such happy people.” 
* * * 


OUR OTHER LETTER comes from an old friend 
in Utah, a descendant of the original Mormon 
pioneers who must have hundreds of cousins in 
that country. “He writes: 

“You make us want to learn about your many 
birds and wildflowers. You have many more than 
we do in the desert. ‘Dutchman’s breeches’ and 
Saag «papell are new to us, though we know 
the * -eyed Susan.’ We do have quail and 
often as many as 80 feed‘in the yard. There are 
also robins and meadowlarks. The latter, though 
it looks like the eastern meadowlark, has a song 
of 20 notes, while we are told that yours has only 
four. And I am told of another meadowlark west 
of the Sierras with a still different song. 

“At plowing time in the country we have many 
seagulls which nest on Bird Island in Great Salt 
Lake along with pelicans and other birds. The 
‘seagull is a sacred bird in Utah and protected by 
law. The story is that. when the pioneers came, 
their first erop was being destroyed by crickets. 
Then in answer to their prayers came thousands 
of gulls from the west over the lake. They de- 
voured the crickets and saved the Saints and there 
is a monument in their honor in our Temple Block.

“YOU TELL OF SEEING the Canada geese. In 
autumn we have many geese in the marshes near 
the lake and they are indeed a smart bird. During 
the season at the first sound of a gun they fly out 
two or three miles on the lake and rest all day, 
coming in to their marshy feeding grounds at 
night. The ducks, however, are not quite so smart. 
West of Brigham .City about 20 miles is a splendid 
federal refuge at the mouth of Bear river where 
the shores of a large lake have been planted with 
rice, moss and other food. Hundreds of thousands 
of waterfowl come here in autumn, apparently 
sensing the safet} of the refuge. There are also 
many pelicans and cranes and occasionally the 
beautiful wild swan. It is a great sight to drive 
around the lake to see this vast array of wild fowl. 

“We have our beautiful desert vegetation; the 
sage and greasewood which have their own beauty, 
In Nevada is the desert holly which seems to thrive 
without water: a very delicate pale green which 
lasts for months when picked and put in vases. At 
certain seasons the prickly pear blossoms profusely 
with a beautiful pink flower; and we also have the 
sego lily, the Utah state flower, which is a beauti- 
ful blossom. It stems from an edible and very 
flavorful bulb which in early days helped sustain 
the pioneers and was a regular part'of the Indian

It is 
true, of course, that diabetes also shortens life if the victims 
do not hold themselves under control. ey

THE PANCREAS IS A GLAND in the human abdomen 
which has two types of secreting cells. One kind produces a 
digestive juice which flows along a duct or tube that empties 
into the intestine. The other cells have ‘no drain pipes, so 
to speak, but are called ductless. They exude their secretion 
‘directly into the blood. And this secretion is insulin. These 
‘dnsulin cells are grouped in more fhan a million tiny colonies 
throughout the rest of the pancreatic gland and form Islands 
of Langerhans. Why they go haywire and curtail their out- 
put of insulin or cease manufacturing it altogether, we are 
not certain. It may be due to infection or tobacco and other 
toxins, The body simply must have insulin, however, in order 
to utilize sugar. So the diabetic must inject the extra insulin 
‘by hypodermic syringe, if a moderate diet still offers more 
sugar than his pancreas will handle.

Chop fine together a bunch of 
greem onions, a cup of celery, 
three large green peppers, a 
bunch of green thyme or a tea- 
spoon of dry thyme. leaves, six 
large cloves of garlic (mashed), 
and a large hot pepper. 

Add to this two cups of oyster 
liquor, a half cup of butter, four 
strips of bacon finely diced. Boil 
it until it’s reduced to half its 
volume. Then add an ounce of 
absinthe. Mix it together for a 
couple of minutes. 


Now put three dozen oysters 
on the half shell in a pan filled 
with rock salt and broil them 
until they’re brown. Turn them 
over in the shell and put a tea- 
spoon of the sauce on each oyster. 
Broil five minutes.

HEN you need 90 or 120 for 
W your initial meld, the op- 
ponenis will tend discard 
only low cards to you.

Take Care of Yourself 
Alcoholic Needs Outside Aid 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


This is the second of a series on 
the Problems of Alcoholics. 


RINKING is a symptom of the 

disease, alcoholism. It is 

just as definitely a disease, 
although more complicated, as is 
tuberculosis. It is a metabolic 
disease having important psycho- 
logical elements. It can be ar- 
rested with continuous adequate 
treatment. 

There are 6,000,000 alcoholics 
in the United Stateg of America. 
About two-thirds of them are de- 
terred from seeking adequaté 
treatment by present wrong atti- 
tudes about alcoholism. The 
idea that the alcoholic is one be- 
cause he has no will power, is 
morally weak, or loves liquor 
more than he does his family are 
some of these tragically miscon- 
ceived attitudes. 

In stark truth, the alcoholic 
drinks because he needs alcohol 
in spite of the fact that for him 
sleahal in any form is a poison. 
He cannot control his drinking 
without outside help despite re- 
peated promises to himself and to 
others which he fully wants and 
intends to keep. 

Because there are relatively 
few psychiatrists — only about 
3500 in the United States—and 
even fewer institutions which ap- 
ply present workable knowledge 
to the treatment of alcoholics, the 
best answer at present for the 
majority of alcoholics is Alco- 
holics Anonymous. This is not to 
say that psychiatric treatment and 
medica] treatment are unneces- 
sary. Many men and women 
must have medica. treatment as 
the first step. Psychiatric treat- 
ment is helpful when available. 

Any alcoholic who has decided 
for himself that he cannot control 
his drinking by himself and that 
it is causing trouble in his work 
or soci] relationships or his fam- 
ily can find help by calling his 
local chapter of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. It is so listed in telephone 


It is not a group 


Of do-gooders. It is the approach 


of alcoholics Who have learned 
control extending a hand to the 
man who is out of control and 
realizes it. 

Not all heavy drinkers are al- 
coholics. Time alone can distin- 
guish between the alcoholic and 
the non-alcoholic. When drinking 
progresses and escapes control— 
when one drink leads to another 
in spite of the best intentions of 
the dfinker—and when more and 
more ohol needs to be con- 
sumed daily over a period of time, 
then that drinker is an alcoholic. 
A man who -drinks the same 
amount and whose drinking does 
not interfere with any depart- 
ment of his life over a period of 
many years may be a heavy drink- 
er but is not an alcoholic as long 
as his drinking is entirely under 
his control. 


However, heavy drinking does 
have penalties even when it is not 
alcoholism. Non-alcoholic heavy 
drinkers have a much greater ten- 
dency to various diseases, They 
cannot perform their york as well 
while under the. influence of a 
hangover. They may not get as 
far as their abilities could carry 
them. 

Alcoholism actually afflicts only 
a minority of those who drink. 
Just “going on the wagon” by 
himself isn’t the answer, as each 
alcoholic discovers to his dismay. 
His family hiding the liquor is 
definitely the wrong approach. 
Unless accompanied by a psycho- 
logical program or psychiatry, 
antabuse or conditioned reflex 
treatments will fail. 

Perhaps in the future, doctors 
will discover some way to alter 
the underlying metabolic fault. 
Until that time, an alcoholic can 
obtain permanent sobriety only 
with intelligent help from others. 
Such help is now available from

~ Conspirators Found Rasputin a 
Hard Man to Kill—When Poison 
Failed, They Had to Resort to 
Bullets to Finish Their Grim Job

day, of the murder of Rasputin,

REGORY RASPUTIN was a 

man of steel. He listened with 

a drowsy smile, called for one 
song after another, and although 
his head lolled, showed no signs 
of collapsing from the poison he 
had drunk. 


The rest of the party,: with the 
interminable “Yankee Doodle” in 
their ears, waited for something 
to happen. According to the rec- 
ollections of Vladimir Purish- 
kevich, Prince Youssoupoff came 
up, first to report that Rasputin 
would not eat or drink, next to 
say that he had both eaten and 
drunk without visible result, and 
last, in despair, to discuss ways 
and means of bringing the mur- 
der to its climax. Youssoupoff 
mentions only one visit, the last, 
at two-thirty in the morning, 
when he found his fellow con- 
spirators in a state bordering 
panic.

Evidently 
throughout the whole proceedings 
Youssoupoff was in genuine fear

ASPUTIN approached the cru- 

cifix, but delayed for a mo- 

mént to toy with the mirrors 
and doors of the trick cupboard. 
Then he raised heavy-lidded eyes 
to the crystal cross. As his fin- 
gers moved across his breast, 
Russian style, Youssoupoff took 
‘out his revolver and shot him 
near the heart. 

Roaring like a Siberian tiger, 
Rasputin fell backward on the 
white fur rug. 

As the shot echoed throughout 
the low - ceilinged room _ the 
Prince’s friends rushed to the 
cellar. On the way someone 
brushed against the switch and 
the room was plunged into dark- 
ness. When the light was on they 
examined their quarry. He lay 
on his back, his eyes closed, fists 
clenched. Dr. Lazovert studied 
the wound close to the heart and 
declared that he was already 
dead. 

Since there was a possibility 
that the secret police had trailed 
Rasputin, the plan now called for 
the Grand Duke, Captain Suk- 
hotin, and Dr. Lazovert to return 
to Rasputin’s flat.

Purishkevich and the Prince sat 
in the study to await the develop- 


suspicion they telephoned Raspu- 
tin’s favorite night club, the Villa 
Rode, asking whether he had ar- 
rived. They talked until Youssou- 
poff, with an uneasy present- 
ment, decided to have another 
look at the corpse. 


At first everything seemed just 
as he had left it.. The stocky 
figure of the peasant mystic was 
sprawled at the foot of the cruci- 
fix, his skin the color of wax. He 
bent over the body, shook it once 
or twice, and saw it fall back 
limply. He was about to turn 
away when he thought he saw one 
eye beginning to twitch. He bent 
closer. Then, to what must have 
been his speechless horror, the 
dead Rasputin came to life. Bony 
fingers reached for the Prince’s 
throat,,missed, but tore an epaul- 
ette from his shoulder: Youssou- 
poff, unarmed, felt himself un- 
equal to the contest with a dead 
man. In an instant he found 
himself in the study. But even 
here he was not safe. There was 
a noise on the stair. It was Ras- 
putin. He came up the steps on 
all fours, lumbering like a great 
shaggy beast. Groping, he lunged 
against the heavy outside door. 
The door, although locked, burst 
open. With a roar Rasputin 
stumbled into the 
courtyard and disappeared in tae 
darkness. 

Purishkevich, who had peeked 
through the ha!i-opened. door of 
the study, could not believe his 
eyes. “He took a revolver and ran 
out into the courtyard. Through 
the gloom he caught sight of a 
floundering figure. He took aim, 
fired. The figure stumbled. He 
aimed, fired again. The figure 
kept on its course. In vexed 
fury Purishkevich ‘bit his own 
hand until the blood came. 


There were three gates to the 
courtyard, but only the center one 
was open. With the instinct of a 
cornered animal Rasputin made 
for the center gate. As he 
reached it two more shots rang 
out. This time Rasputin pitched 
headlong into the snow. Purish- 
kevich came.up on the run and 
a the fallen Siberian in the

Originally the conspirators had 
decided to avoid the noise of 
shooting at all costs. For that 
reason they had decided on poi- 
son. Now the palace servants 
were thoroughly alarmed and 
even the policeman on the beat

The other conspirators returned 
with the Grand Duke Dmitri’s 
limousine. Informed of the night- 
marish events, they decided to 
dump the indestructible Siberian 
in the river. Prince Felix had 
collapsed from excitement. His 
servants got him to bed, while the 
others set about their grim task. 
With “the Grand Duke’s flag 
waving from its hood, the long 
gray vehicle nosed through the 


. narrow streets of St. Petersburg 


toward the Petrovski Bridge. Soon 
the broad reach of the ice-covered 
Neva loomed,‘ then the bridge it- 
self. There was a sentry box at 
the far end, but the sentry was 
asleep.

Unfortunately for 
his side, however, he selected the 
same diamond that so many other 
players would return, namely, the 
jack. This gave South no trouble. 
He covered with the queen and 
captured West’s king with dum- 
my’s ace; After drawing trumps, 
South knocked out the club ace, 
and the best East could do was 
to lay down the diamond ten for 
his fourth trick. 


It is quite true that with the 
diamond situation what it was, 
East could not surely have defeat- 
ed the contract, no matter which 
diamond he returned. Nonethe- 
less, his choice of the jack made 
matters far too easy for the 
enemy! East’s proper play was a 
low, diamond. If he found West 
with the all-important nine-spot, 
along with the king that West had 
to hold for the defenders to have 
any chance at all, it would not be 
necessary to sacrifice the jack— 
West’s nine would do just as well. 
If, however, West had the dia- 
mond king without the nine-spot, 
the defenders’ only chance was 
that South would go wrong and 
put up the diamond queen.
